LONDON, Nov. 30.—(4)—Iondon’s 
most spectacular fire in modern times 
tonight destroyed the historic Crystal 
palace, showplace and amusement cen- 
ter for millions since the days of 
Queen -.Victoria.

No money was 
found. Malusch got another plug of 
chewing tobacco and the change from 
the “ten” went in the envelope. : 

The prisoner continued periodical- 
ly to flourish more money, sometimes 
a ten, sometimes a five and some- 
times just a dollar bill. 

The envelope got richer and Ma- 
lusch got more chewing tobacco and 
a lot of additional “friskings,” all 
unproductive.

had suffered heavy losses, leaving 
many dead on the field of battle. 

Tanks, airplanes and artillery were 
said to have supported the Insurgent 
infantry in its unsuccessful offensive. 
new offensive against the Insur- 
gents in the northern province of Ala- 
va was also announced. 

The official bulletin stated that a 
colurnn from Bilbao had captured a 
number of towns in the province and 
now was less than two miles from Vi- 
toria, in the interior southwest of 
Bilbao. 

It also announced that five Fascist 
tri-motored airplanes, protected by 15 
pursuit ships, had bombed the west- 
ern section of.the Madrid front, but 
caused only slight damage. 

A second Fascist attack, the bulle- 
tin stated, was driven off by 25 So- 
cialist planes which then bombed the 
enemy lines. | 

The actions at Pozuelo and Humera 
were carried on while the Fascist In-- 
surgents shelled and bombed Madrid 
as the city’s defense leaders jeered 
the inability of their foes to capture 
the Spanish capital. 

Within Madrid Socialist Foreign 
Minister Alvarez Del Vayo presided 
at a meeting of the defense junta map 
ping plane for further fortification of 
the city. : 

Jeers For Franco. 

In the streets, government support- 
ers derided the enemy commander, 
General Francisco Franco, for failure 
to subjugate Madrid after his long 
siege and many bombardments. 

“A general who hesitates is lost,” 
they cried, jubilant over persistent 
reports from the front which indicated 
the tide of the civil war was turning 
to the Socialists. 

Franco’s inability to march his 
troops into the city soon after the 
siege began, said Madrilenos, would 
lose him continued support from Ger- 
many and Italy, and then the foreign 
influences in the internal war would 
favor Madrid. 

Officials of Air France, French avia- 
tion company, asserted in Paris to- 
day that a Spanish government war- 
plane shot 200 machine gun bullets at 
a French commercial mail plane ::ear 
Alicante Sunday, mistaking it for an 
Insurgent bomber.

COAL FROM THE EARTH. 
II—Down in the Mines. 
‘*Some coal mines are close to the 
surface of the earth. There are places 
where coal has been found right at the 
surface, where men could take it up 
without digging through soil or rock. 
In other places coal beds are only a 

few yards down in the ground. 


Miners at work with picks. 
When coal is close to the surface, 
the owner of the land is likely to use 
steam shovels to strip off the soil or 
rock above it. This provides the “strip

mines’ which are common in some 
places. The steam shovels keep work- 
ing after the coal is reached, and 
hoist tons of it to waiting coal cars. 


Other mines are tunnels in hillsides 
which slope upward from the outside 
openings. In such cases the miners 
load cars with coal, and let gravity 
do the work of taking the cars to the 
outer world. 

Most coal, however, is obtained from 
mines more than 100 feet deep. Some 
mines on our continent are more than 
a thousand feet deep. The world’s 
deepest coal mine is in Belgium, and 
has a depth of about four-fifths of a 


|| mile. 


In olden days the hand-pick was 
the great tool uf the miner’s trade. 
He struck into the caa} bed, and bit 
by bit broke pieces lodse. Picks still 
find their use in mines, but to a large 
extent they have given way to power 
teols. 

Among the important machines are 
“coal-cutters,” of which there are sev- 
eral kinds. One kind has fast-turning 
discs armed with little picks or “cut- 
ting teeth.” Another is a “chain-cut- 

and has knives fastened to links 
ot the chain. Power for coal-cutters 
is supplied by compressed air or elec- 
tricity. Two men in charge of a ma- 
chine may cut loose as much coal in @ 
day as a hundred men could with hand- 
picks. 

Men who cut away coal sometimes 
face the danger of having a ledge of 
coal above fall down on them, bring- 
ing injury or death. Cases are on rec- 
ord where electric sparks from power 
machines have brought explosions of 
gas. 

After making a deep cut, miners 
often blast with gunpowder or dyna- 
mite. Such a blast may bring down 
coal with a total weight o: many tons. 

.When coal is broken into pieces, it 
is hauled :way. This leaves more 
space down in the mine. The more coal 
taken out of a coal mine, the bigger 
the mine grows! The miners tunnel 
away from the bottom of the shaft, 
and their work may take them hun- 
dreds or even thousands of feet from 
the shaft. A coal mine which has been 
worked a long whiJe may have a large 
number of tunnels spreading out far 


down under the earth.

funds, and fourth, pass appropriate

This meeting of the Argentine and 
United States Presidents was their 
second of the day, for Justo greeted 
President Roosevelt as he left the 
Indianapolis and rode. with him 
through the noisy throng to the 
United States embassy.

President Roosevelt, who proposed 
the conference in notes last winter to 
other American governments, is to de- 
liver the opening address when the 
first session gets under way at 6 Dp. m. 
tomorrow. 

President Justo, who called the con- 
ference at Buenos Aires, is scheduled 
to open the meetin: and present the | ¢ 
United States executive. 

Mr. Roosevelt, the first United |?° 
States president to visit Argentina 
while in office, made his- headquarters 
for his three-day stay at the United 
States embassy, a handsome structure 
surrounded by a beautiful park. 

Following his call on Justo at Gov- 
ernment House—when President Roose- 
velt was understood to have thanked 
the Argentine president for his warm 
reception—Mr. Roosevelt received 
members of the United States delega- 
tion at the embassy. Among them was 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 


Tumultuous Welcome. 

The President dined privately at 9 
r. m. Tomorrow morning he is sched- 
uled to take an auto tour of the city 
and later to receive President Justo, 
who is to accompany him to the 
legislative palace for the initial session 
of the parley. 

Hundreds of beflagged vessels in the 
Rio de la Plata tied down their 
whistles as the Indianapo!is, escorted 
by eight Argentina warships and a 
squadron of airplanes, sailed up the 
river, 

On shore, sirens and automobile 
horns raised a terrific din as crowds 
rushed to.the squares and thorough- 
fares along the announced route_of 
President Roosevelt’s car. 

James Roosevelt, the President's 
son, was the first of the United States 
party to set foot in Argentina as the 
Indianapolis made fast 'to a. gaily dec- 
orated pier along which a red carpet, 
an eighth of a mile in length, was 
stretched. 

The younger Roosevelt shook handa 
with members of the receiving group, 
including President Justo, and then 
reboarded the cruiser to escort his 
father down the gangplank. 

Heavy Guard in Streets. 

Thousands in the Plaza Britannica 
and the streets close to the dock ‘ap- 
plauded as the visiting President step- 
ped to the quay just before 2 p. m. 
(11 a. m. Atlanta time). 

United States Ambassador Alexan- 
der W.: Weddell introduced the two 
presidents. 

As Mr. Roosevelt took his seat in 
a large open car, he said to Justo, 
with a smile, “Mi amigo” (“my 
friend”). 

Justo returned the greeting with an 
embrace, and a moment later seated 
himself on President Roosevelt’s left. 

The 11 official cars, heavily guarded 
by Argentine police and American 
secret service agents, formed a line 
behind 350 _ blue-uniformed, white- 
epauletted horse grenadiers of General 
Jose De San Martin, named for the 
Argentine who liberated the country 
from Spanish rule in 1812. 

Mr. Roosevelt, carrying a bunch of 
red roses in his left hand, waved his 
high silk hat to the cheering throngs 
with his right hand. 

Receives Degree. 

The hot sun of the Argentine sum- 
mer beat down on the crowds. Hun- 
dreds perched in office and hotel win- 
dows, clapping and harling flowers 
on the motorcade. 

In the aristocratic residential sec- 
tions and the parks through which the 
line of cars passed, heavily scented 
jacaranda trees were in full purple 
bloom. 

Embassy row, on the Avenida Al- 
vear, flew the flags of all major world 
powers. 

A roar went up from the crowd As 
the United States and Argentine presi- 
dents reached the United States em- 
bassy, a 22-room marble building in 
Palermo park. 

Early in the event, after his formal 
call on the Argentine executive, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt received Dr. Vicente 
Gallo, president of the University of 
Buenos Aires, who awarded him the 
degree of doctor of laws, honoris 
causa.

ney Lawrence A. Camp on the forth- 
coming trials of the Wopald Quinn 
brokerage firm defendants. which will 
haem be called in the United 

tates district court here in January. 

“We expect the parole survey to 
give us much vatoadie information of 
the-later careers of released prison- 
ers,” he said, ‘“‘and from this data to 
give us great aid in preventing crime. 
The parole system is an excellent 
thing in most cases, but too many of 
the most notorious killers and gang- 
sters we have had to cope with have 
been men previously apprehended and 
sentenced, and then released on pa- 
role.” 

Organized gangs, on the big scale, 
have been largely wiped out, McMa- 
hon believes, and he does not expect 
many more gang cases such as the 
Karpis gang, the Dillinger case, the 
“Baby Face” Nelson outrages. 

“Tl think the attorney general is due 
great credit for the success of the fed- 
eral government’s campaign to stamp 
out orggnized gangs of killers.” he said 
yesterday. “In future we shall be able 
to devote more effort to crime preven- 
tion.”

Research workers in the fight on 
cancer are encouraged by material 
progress revealed within the last few 
goats, it was declared by Dr. W. H. 

= of Wilmington, Del., a world- 

known cancer specialist, who arrived 


until tomorrow. 

“At the end of 1935,” said Dr. 
Kraemer yesterday, “an authentic re 
port by the American College of Sur- 
geons showed more than 25,000 per 
sons had passed successfully what is 
known as the five-year cure period. 
That meant those persons who had 
been treated since 1930 had remained 
for five years free from any further 
symptoms of canéer. 

“We believe that is definite prog- 
ress, for it must be remembered the 
great majority of the cancer patients 
are past middle-age and five years 
means a great deal to them. 

“The medical world’s fight on can- 
cer has been helped by the enlight- 
ment of the publi % which has been 
fostered by the American Society for 
the Control of Cancer. Some years 
ago, persons with symptoms of cat- 
cer were afraid to submit themselves 
to medical treatment because they 
lieved nothing could be done for them. 
More and more they are finding that 
people are being helped and this en- 
lightment is banishing the .fear that 
caused them to avoid the efforts of 
doctors and to allow the disease to 
progress. 

“I believe the method of treating 
cancer—through surgery, vee and 
radium—has undergone rkable 
changes because people wat cogniz- 
ing the doctors are better educated 
to help them and the public is urging 
the doctors to help them. 

‘Through the United States and Eu- 
rope some interesting developments 
have been discovered recently that 
will be released to the general pub- 
lic a little later and I am sure these 
developments will make the world ex- 
tremely hopeful about the control of 
cancer.”

THE TIDE CHANGES IN SPAIN 

Apparently. the tide of victory ‘is 
changing in Spain, with the rein- 
ferced and better armed and disci- 
plined Loyalist forces not only suc- 


_| cessfully resisting the attacks of the 


Insurgents, but being able to launch 
on some fronts offensives that are 
moving steadily forward. 

‘While the censuring of dis- 
patches from both sides of the 
Spanish embroglio makes .it impos- 
sible ‘as yet to know definitely 
whether the Insurgents are on the 
defensive after many months of at- 
tacking, there are obvious reasons 


what sketchy reports to that end. 


When the revolt was launched 
most of the armed forces sided with 
the Insurgent leaders, leaving the 
government with only poorly trained 
militia and few competent military 
leaders, to fombat the attacks on 
it. While the militia and the vol- 
unteers who rushed to the defense 
-€ the Socialist government far out- 
numbered the Insurgent forces, they 
were unfitted to successfully cope 
with the highly trained and equipped 
and ably directed regiments of the 
regular army. 


Thus the Insurgents were at the 


-| peak of their strength when the re- 
ered- | volt 


began, and have _ probably 
grown steadily weaker as the result 
of losses of men and equipment, 
while the government forces, start- 
ing with little experience and poor 
equipment, have gained in experi- 
ence and now, if their equipment 
has been improved, are in a posi- 
tion to make effective. use of their 
superiority in numbers. 


What influence on European con- 
ditions such a switch in the tide of 
success in Spain wil have remains 
to be seen. It has been no secret 
that Hitler and Mussolini were de- 
termined that the Communist-con- 
trolled Madrid government should

may become more open, with both 
men and munitions being sent to his 
rescue. 

Then it will be Moscow’s move,

... ARGENTINA’S WELCOME 

An Argentine squadron of it 
vessels fired salutes of 21 guns in 
welcoming President Roosevelt as 
they met his flagship in open sea 
and formed an escort to the mouth 
of the Rio De La Plata. From there 
his vessel proceeded up that famed 
river to Buenos Aires, where he re- 
ceived a happy and riotous welcome 
from hundreds of thousands of Ar- 
gentines, who lined the six-mile 
route to the United States embassy, 
to which he rode with Agustin P. 
Justo, president of Argentina. To- 
day he will formally open the Pan- 
American conference of 21 nations 
of the two Americas. 

The warmth of the _ reception 
given the President, and the cor- 
dial spirit of co-operation being evi- 
denced by the delegates to the con- 
ference are far removed from the 
spirit of distrust and dislike that 
in former years has marked the at- 
titude of the Latin Americans to 
their Anglo-Saxon brothers to the 
north. 5 

Prime objectives of the confer- 
ence are an inter-American security 
pact; neutrality accords based on 
the present United States policy 
of non-interference; cultural ex- 
changes; extension of the Pan- 
American highway from Mexico 
City to Buenos Aires; establishment 
of-an inter-American court designed 


‘| to. settle neighborly differences; a 


| resolution designed to expand trade 


among American nations :through 
tariff adjustments and elimination 
of trade barriers, and evolution of 


America against aggression. 

President Roosevelt arrives in 
Argentina as the most popular for- 
eign. individual or official who has 
ever visited South America, even 
eclipsing the popular reception ac- 
corded King ‘Edward VIM", whén as 
the Prince of Wales, he visited sev- 
eral of the Latin-American coun- 
tries some years ago. 

The President of the United 
States is regarded as an emissary 
and powerful exponert of peace 
and good will, with the backing of 
the hemisphere’s greatest nation, 
which for a century has stood as 
a guard for the smaller nations of 
this section of the world, while al- 
lowing each to maintain the con- 
duct of its own internal affairs ac- 
cording to will of the people of 
the ‘respective nations.

The police officers point- 
ed out that members of the force, from 
their own pockets, furnish food for 
an average of ten needy families per 
month. They ask, reasonably enough, 
if the Chest cannot provide for these 
starving ones by some other means 
than “passing the hat” around the po- 
lice station. 

“People in need,” the law officers 
stated, “apply to a policeman first. 
When we attempt to secure aid for 
them from some of the regular relief 
agencies, we are told that they will 
first have to make an investigation 
of the case. What are the police go- 
ing to do—let them starve while the 
investigation is under way?” 

Personally, I am beginning to hate 

that word “investigation” as used by 
relief agency workers. 
- I don’t believe you will find any 
mention of “investigation” on the part 
of the Good Samaritan, in that grand 
parable Jesus told: 


One Reason 
We Have Beggars. 


This column has, from time to time, 
drawn attention to the large number 
of beggars who infest the streets of 
Atlanta. In its own limited way, the 
column has drawn attention to the 
evil and asked if something cannot 
be done to cure it.

For Direct Relief.”

Atlanta, no relief agency that accepts 
the responsibility for giving real food 
to hungry people? ‘There is no money 
for direct relief,’ the partment of 
Public Welfare says; fhe Salvation 
Army says, ‘Go to the Department’ of 
Public Welfare.’ The Community 
Chest agencies are all so specialized 
they can’t see the forest for the trees. 

“I recently spent nearly a week 
getting very indignant about this mat- 
ter. A woman came to my door beg- 
ging for food for herself and two. small 
children and her mother, who is 88. 
She said they had had nothing to eat 
for two years but what she had re- 
ceived by begging. I wanted to help 
her in a better way than just giving 
her a little food. I wanted to send 
her to the proper relief agency. 

“But there is no relief for that 
woman. To be sure, the Family Wel- 
fare Society out of pure tender-heart- 
edness (they have no money for such 
cases—they ‘really belong with the 
county relief agencies’—) eventually 
gave the woman four dollars, but it 
took. the combined ‘efforts of my hus- 
band and me for several days to in- 
terest them. ,

Not only that, but the Russians in 
this case; complied throughout with 
the very same procedure which the 
Germans follow in such matters and 
arrived at a sentence which the Nazis 
would duplicate under like circum- 
stances, .

is how the Germans can find any 
ground for objecting to a verdict which 
does. honor to their own beliefs and 
customs. They are a sensitive lot and 
find offense in the most curious 
distortions of innocent acts. _Last 
week they were angry over the be- 
stowal of the Nobel prize on one of 
their favorite victims,- and by a 
strange, unpredictable twist, arrived 
at the conclusion that this award was 
a rebuke to their beliefs and, there- 
fore, an act of hostility to their coun- 
try. It gets very difficult to avoid 
giving offense to the Nazi state, and 
the Russians may have thought that 
the death sentence, in this case was a 
pleasant gesture toward the reich, en- 
dorsing, as it gee end did, the Nazis’ 
own concept of things.

For 
trials in Germany follow the same 
plan. Yet, for all this friendly en- 
drosement of their own beliefs by a 
foreign nation, there was great in- 
dignation in Berlin, and the Russians 
hastily commuted the man’s sentence 
to 10 years.

HEALTH TALKS

OXYGEN FOR ANGINA PECTORIS 

In a talk about emergency reme- 
dies for angina (accent on the an, 
not on the gi) the other day I men- 
tioned that present view of the im- 
mediate cause of the attack—anoxe- 
mia, asphyxia, insufficient oxygen to 
the heart muscle—but suggested: only 
two emergency remedies, namely, ab- 
solute quiet, standing, sitting or ly- 
ing down; and nitroglycerin. 

_A number of sufferers from an- 
gina pectoris have hastened—a thing 
no angina patient should ever do— 
to tell me that if I ever have the mal- 
ady I'll find that the first remedy 
is superfluous; one instinctively re- 
mains immobile while the seizure is 
on. 

I had. a vague notion that victims 
of angina pectoris are usually pretty. 
quiet, but I sought to impress on 
the reader’s mind the ee of 
avoiding even the effort of walking 
about or sitting up or standing up 
or: talking, for every bit of effort 
increases the demand of the heart 
muscle for oxygen in spite of the 
grave deficit. 

Another emergency remedy which is 
extraordinarily «efficacious not only 


in the attack of angina pectoris but: 
the still graver coronary’ 
thrombosis or occlusion, is oxygen. Not, 


also in 


oxygen inhaled from an oxygen tank, 


although that may be. valuable sup- 


plementary treatment, but oxygen in- 
jected into the subcutaneous tissues 
of the belly wall or flank. Inhalations 
of oxygen from a tank are helpful 
arty oy the patient can breathe well; 
ut in coronary thrombosis and .many 
other grave illnesses th. breathing 
is likely to be shallow and little oxy- 
gen reaches the blood capillaries 
the air-cells of the lungs. 

With simple apparatus which any 
up-to-date physician may carry in his 
emergency g, it is now possible to 
administer to any patient anywhere 
at any time a pint of oxygen subcu- 
taneously. The b avidly picks up 
oxygen so adminigtered, and often the 
patient shows and feels the benefi- 
eient effects even‘ before the injection 
18 finished. Dr. O. B. Simmons said, 
in “Clinical Medicine and Surgery”: 
“One pint of injected oxygen gives 
the same beneficial effect as hundreds 
of gallons of inhalation, in pneu- 
monias, heart disease, asthma, severe 
infections.” a 

There is no danger of embolism in 
injecting oxygen gas. Even if a lit- 
tle of the gas entered directly into a 
vein or an artery it would be quick- 
ly absorbed into the blood, unlike the 
nitrogen of air. On the other hand 
there would be no great a in 
injecting the oxygen into the blood 
directly, for it is so quickly absorbed 
into the blood when it is injected 
under the skin.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 80.—(U)—G. 
A. Tomlinson and George A. Ball met 
today to plan. the future of the vast 
Van Sweringen railroad network, but 
announced after a prolonged confer- 
ence that they would have no state- 
ment to.make before tomorrow. 

Tomlinson, Great Lakes shipping 
magnate, and Ball, a Muncie, 
giass jar manufacturer, are the own- 
ers -of all utstanding etock:in Mid- 
America Corporation, the top holding 
company in the Van Sweringen em- 
pire. 

They met to select a successor to 
O. P. Sweringen, president of Mid- 
america, who died a week ago. 

The two capitalists will confer 
again tomorrow, but no assurance was 
given by Tomlinson’s office that a se- 
lection would be made at that time, 

Tomlinson announced last week that 
there would be no “shakeup” in the 
personnel of the Van Sweringen organ- 
izations, The three persons most fre- 
quently mentioned as Van Swerin- 
gen’s successor are Charles L. Brad- 
ley, chairman of the Erie railroad and 
a vice president of Midamerica; Her- 
bert Fitzpatrick, vice president and 
general council of Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad, and Colonel Leonard P. 
Ayres, vice president of the Cleve- 
land Trust Company, and recently a 
financial adviser to Van Sweringen. 

The possibility remained tonight 
that a temporary appointment to — 
important executive position might ‘be 
made. 

Both Tomlinson and Ball were sum- 
moned today to testify December 7 
at.a senate investigation of railway fi- 
nancing in Washington. Records of 
the Midamerica Corporation also were 
subpoenaed. Tomlinson said he had 
no comment to make on the subpoena.

Others were Vice 
President Samuel Howard, Treasurer 
Lathrop Baldwin, Trustee Bert Staf- 
ford and former Bookkeeper John J. 
Cocklin, all of Rutland. Also arrest- 
ed recently in the case w&s a former 
state banking commissioner, Robert 
Clark, of Bellows Falls, now treas- 
urer of the Bellows Falls Trust Com- 
pany. 

Only a week ago today, Cocklin was 
convicted by a jury on all 70 counts 
of larceny of bank funds totaling 
$124,000. Sentence is pending. 

Upon arraignment recently, Clark 
had pleaded not guilty to a charge 
of misprision of a felony. His case 
has yet to be tried. -Clark allegedly 
failed to report the defalcation he 
was said to have discovered at the 
local bank in 1932 prior to the “bank 
holiday.” 


Vice President Disappears. 


Originally, Howard had _ been 
charged as an accessory in aiding 
Cocklin conceal the theft. The case 
was thrown out of court when Judge 
Buttles sustained a demurrer filed in 
Howard's behalf. Subsequently, on 
November 18, another warrant charg- 
ed Howard with misprision of a fel- 
ony. Before the warrant et be 
served, ‘however, Howard left Rut- 
land the next day, presumably for 
New York city. Authorities here said 
he has not been seen since. 

Baldwin was tried and convicted 
a fortnight ago on a perjury charge. 
It was claimed he falsified reports 
to the state banking commissioner. 
The verdict was appealed

Premier Leon Blum, striving to 
chart his nation’s course in, the inter- 
national situation, was himself beset 
by storms which threatened to under- 
mine his “popular front” government. 

Following repeated Communist at- 
tacks centering on Socialist Blum’s 
refusal to reverse his Spanish neutral- 
ity policy. Maurice Thorez, Commun- 
ist secretary-general, indicated his 
party might desert Blum altogether. 

The most conservative supporters of 
Blum’s regime weighed | the possibility 
of so-called “centrists,” or middle-of- 
the-road liberals, replacing the Com- 
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munists if Thorez should make good 
his threat. 

Other parliamentary observers mean-

Judge Tells Rotarians Social Security Act Is Most Daring 
Step in New Deal Legislation, Showing Tendency 
to Socialism. 


The industrialization of America 
furnishes “much food for serious 
thought” among those who are inclined 
to hail Karl Marx as a_ prophet, 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley told members 
of the Rotary Club at their luncheon 
yesterday, but “the unfairness or un- 
truth of many of the positions taken 
by Marx is apparent.” 3 

Those New Deal acts which are 


classed as social legislation came in 
for some comment by the judge who 
discussed briefly the rise and fall of 
some of the modern American experi- 
ments in legislation as he declared : 
“Nowadays, the sense of property 
and obligation is much weakened and 
the coherence of the workers is in- 
creasing. Concessions and changes 
are necessary to avert the storm. The 
social security act is the most daring 
step in this direction and how it will 
end. I do not know. It is the nearest 
to Communism that we have ap- 
proached,” 
Discusses New Deal Acts. 
Discussing the New Deal 
Judge Sibley pointed out: 
“The NIRA and the AAA were de- 
clared unconstitutional in certain of 
their efforts, and the bankruptcy act 
was declared void as to moratoriums 
on mortgages. Monetary and banking 
laws have been uphebd, the national 
securities act is still riding lustily 
without having been .tested fully; 
there have been no attacks on the 
home owners’ loans. because nearly 
everyone is glad to get a loan and this 
has stimulated business. No success- 
ful attack was made on the FERA be 
cause it was a huge spending bill for 
public good. The social security act, 
however, is the most sweeping of all 
and it tends to give the individual 
citizen the most relief, even though 
this is done largely through contribu- 
tions from the individual states. 
“We are face to face with this ten- 
dency to adopt many of the remedies 
suggested by Marxism but it cannot 
be said that our Socialism is complete. 
We have not adopted the principles of 
Socialism or Communism that call for 
a community seizure of all property.

The capitalist of today, the judge 
indicated, has developed into far more 
of a logical thinker and a humani- 
tarian than Marx foresaw. . 

“Cotton factories in Georgia,” the 
judge said, “have worked for years 
and are working today for the better- 
ment of the workers. They have built 
model houses; have sought to teach 
better standards of living; they have 
built swimming pools and .ecreation 
grounds. The worker has good hos- 
pital services; they have automobiles 
and paved ces gains 4 

Consequently, said the judge, the 
picture of industrialized America to- 
day is not as disinal as Marx forecast 
the world scene a century ago. 

“It is a problem, however,” said 
the judge. ‘‘and our efforts of work- 
ing for the masses today should be 
studied thoughtfully.”

Survey Shows Prices Are 
Skyrocketing With Mill 
Orders Far Behind. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—(#)—The 
textile industry is in the midst of the 
biggest rush it has experienced since 
before the depression. 

A survey tonight showed prices are 
skyrocketing and orders are being re- 
ceived at such a rate they cannot be 
filled for several months. Virtually all 
mills have been operating at capacity 
speed since early last summer. Some 
are so far behind they are refusing 
further orders. 

Leaders of the industry said the in- 
creased demand was caused principal- 
ly by depleted stocks, greater buying 
power of the consumers and the pros- 
pect of higher prices. The result, they 
predicted, would be increased retail 
prices. | 

Following the trend in recent weeks, 
the drygoods market continued strong 
and active. There was an active de- 
mand for finished cotton. Raw silk 
was up 3 to 4 cents a pound. yon 
gray goods were generally withdrawn 
by mills, pending new price advances. 

The New York Cotton Exchange 
service reported a record world con- 
sumption of all cottons during Octo- 
ber at 2,429,000 bales against 2.351,- 
000 bales in October last year. Lead- 
ers of the textile industry said, how- 
ever, there was no danger of a cotton 
shortage. .~ 
Big Wool Imports. 

Arthur Deffe of the National As- 
sociation of Wool Manufacturers said 
large amount of wool would have to be 
imported into the United States this 
Winter, but that there was no dan- 
ger of a shortage. There is a tem- 
porary shortage at present, he said, 
because 3,500,000 pounds of wool from 
Australia is being held up on the Pa- 
cific coast by the maritime strike. 

Deffe described the present buying 
activity as “a mild scramble”’ and at- 
tributed it to a resumption of buying 
after a lag in which merchants “held 
off because of uncertainty about 
prices,” 

He said increased prices were a re- 
sult of higher wages and increased 
costs of raw materials. 

Ray Bell, representing the Associa- 
tion of Cotton Textile Merchants, said 
consumer demands Wave been increas- 
ing since 1934 and that most mills 
have been running at capacity since 
last summer. Many of them, he said, 
have orders running into the second 
quarter of 1937. 

Joseph S. Lord, of the C. J. Webb 
Sons Company, Philadelphia wool 
manufacturers, said: 

“Increased demand for woolen fab- 
rics in Europe has created a scarcity 
throughout the world and prices are 
up 20 to 30 per cent on every char- 
acter of wool. It looks as though there 
would be no letup for quite a while 
for southern hemisphere clippings 
now being made are already contract- 
ed for. The shipping strike has not 
noticeably contributed to the scar- 


city.” 
Wage Increases Cited. 

W. D. Anderson, of Macon, 
chairman of the board of the 
Manufacturing Company, said: 

“Wages have increased, farm in- 
come has increased, dividends are be- 
ing released and people have more 
money to spend. This country is sim- 
ply starved for textiles, and now that 
prosperity 
chases are being made.’ 

An Atlanta cotton goods manufac- 
turer, who declined to be quoted, said 
he believed the finished goods manu- 
facturers are buying ahead of their 
present needsi He predicted rising 
prices for both retailers and consum- 
ers. 

C. H. Boyer, manager of the’ fac- 
tory department of Beal-Borrow Dry 
Goods Company, at! Little Rock, Ark., 
reported’his factory was having diffi- 
culty in'getting fabrics. He said mills 
were three to four months behind pro- 
duction and that he had placed orders 
in October for delivery in January. 
He said his company had. increased 
prices because of the rising price of 
piece goods and in anticipation of a 
labor advance. 

Behind in Output. 

. D. Simpson, secretary-treasurer 
of the Tuf-Nut Garment Manufactur- 
ing Company at Little Rock, stated 
his company also had experienced dif- 
ficulty in getting fabrics and that it 
has been 30 to 45 days behind in pro- 
duction since September. He said the 
company had increased prices five 
per cent in the last 60 days. 

Several mills at Falls River, Mass., 
were reported refusing orders because 
they are booked so far ahead. A prom- 
inent Fall River broker, who would 
not permit use of his name, said the 
market has not “been so far out of 
hand since the last hig boom.” 

David Clark, of Charlotte, N. C., 
publisher of the Southern Textile Bul- 
letin, said some mills have orders 
booked that awill keep them busy for 
several months. 

About ten large dyeing plants in 
Newark, N. J., were reported holding 
back 20,000 to 3,000 yards of under- 
wear and dress silk and rayon for dis- 
posal after January 1, in anticipation 
of a price rise. 

Other Reports. 

Other reports were as follows: 

Knoxville, Tenn.—C. S. Rader, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Standard 
Knitting Mills, manufacturers of 
underwear, said: “We are shipping 
our product as fast as it is manu- 
factured. There is no shortage. Some 
of the mills have raised prices recently 
and we expect a boost of prices the

‘Prints have advanced within the last 
few days three cents a yards, sheets 
15 per cent and blankets, both cotton 
and wool, 25 per cent.” 

Gadsden, Ala.—Allan Little, agent 
for the Dwight Manufacturing Com- 
pany, one of the nation’s largest tex- 
tile mills, said his company has not 
increased prices and was filling orders 
as fast as they arrive. 

Huntsville, Ala.—George Elliott, 
treasurer of the Dallas Manufactur- 
ing Company, said “‘we have orders 
ahead which we have not been able 
to fill, but I do not consider the .sit- 
uation better than normal. We often 
book goods for as much as eight 
months ahead, while at present orders 
will not cover: longer than several 
weeks’ operation. As fof prices, there 
probably will be increases on goods de- 
livered after January 1.”

A. An answer depends upon wheth- 
er the relationship between you and 
the lumber dealer is actually that of 
employer and employe or whether you 
are classed as an independent contrac- 
tor. In general, if an individual is 
subject to the control or direction of 
another merely as to the result to be 
accomplished by the work and not 
as to the means and methods for ac- 
complishing the result, he is an in- 
dependent contractor and is not eligi- 
ble for old-age retirement benefits un- 
der the social security act. However, 
if he is subject to the will and con- 
trol of the person or firm for whom 
he works not only as to what shall 
be done; but how it shall be done, 
he is an employe and is eligible for 
benefits. In doubtful cases the com- 
missioner of internal revenue, Treas- 
ury Department, Washington, D. C., 
will furnish you an official ruling 
upon presentation of all the partic- 
ular facts of the case. 


Q. A per cent of my salary is de- 
ducted for group insurance with the 
company for which I work and I pay 
a percentage to the Jabor union of 
which I am a member.

“Perhaps you think this star should 
be called framed instead of ‘chain- 
‘ed.’ You might be right at that, al- 


though you will find when you put’ 


the pieced blocks together that the 
bands of framing material really form 
a chain. This is one quilt which 1 
think you will like better if you make 
it an all-over one.” 

Nancy Page was speaking to the 
members of the Nancy Page quilt club. 
They had stolen a little time out 
of a busy holiday season to look at 
Nancy’s interesting blocks. They clip- 


ped the picture and directions from) 


the paper. Then they sent for the 
sheet with its pieces ready for trac- 
ing onto a cardboard pattern. 
he amount of material needed to 
make a quilt varies with the size. 
A double bed size quilt should be 
106 inches long and 90 inches wide. 
The three-quarter bed takes a quilt 
of the same length but not so great 
a width and the twin bed is still 
narrower, about 72 inches when fin- 
ished. 
There is little waste in cutting these 
straight pieces. If you are making 
the star and the bands of white and

suggests that you bny four and one 
half yards of each. This is for the large 
size quilt. If, however, you use a sug- 
gestion given by Martha, one of the 
members of the club, you will make 
the star of alternate pieces of print 
and plain white and then will use 
white for the strips and a plain color 
for the background. Or you might 
want to follow Norma’s plan. She in- 
tends to use a pink and white print 
and plain white for the star, to use 
a plain white for the strips and a 
plain color deeper than the pink in the 
print for the background. Of course, 
the whole color scheme may be varied 
to fit the room in which you plan to 
use the quilt. 

Trace the pieces onto lightweight 
cardboard. Cut them out and then lay 
| them on the goods. With a sharp pen- 
cil make a line around the patterns. 
Then in cutting allow one quarter 
inch beyond the pencilled line. The 
seaming is done on the pencilled line 
which acts as. a guide to keep sizes 
the same and the lines of sewing 
‘Straight and even. Use number 
| white thread for piecing. Have a small 
|firm knot in the thread. Finish the 
(seam with two or three small firm 
backstitches. -

ADEQUATE TRUMP SUPPORT. 


The minimum biddable suits listed 
previously could not safely be han- 
died if the bidder’s partner were not 
strictly limited, in raising, to hands 
containing adequate trump support. 
The trump strength necessary to be 
considered adequate depends upon the

Adequate trump support for a suit 
which has been bid only once (and 
must therefore be assumed to be a 
minimum biddable suit) is: Three 
cards headed by at least the queen, 
or any four small cards: Q 3 2, K 8

‘see clearly that the queen was held 
'twice guarded by West, the declarer 
-had to consider the possibility that 
either East or West might hold the 
card in question. If East’s heart suit 
were only five long, West would be 
forced to follow to the current trick, 
but if East had six hearts, West now 
|would be out and in a position to 
‘overruff any spade that declarer might 
| play except the king, if he held the 
queen. 


' Declarer carefully considered the 
‘implications of East’s three heart bid. 
| Tis suit had been shown as no better 
than ace-queen-ten six times. Obvious- 
ly he had no high card in either black 
suit, and the mere possession of the 
diamond ace, also shown, could not 
justify a vulnerable bid for nine tricks. 
Therefore, he must have, to compen- 
sate his lack of high cards, good dis- 
tribution, and what other distribu- 
tion could be good except a heart and 
diamond two-suijter? And with length 
in these two suits, it was an odds-on 
chance that the spade suit was not 
adversely divided 2-2, but that West 
held at least three, possibly four, 
spades. Of course East might have 
hid with only five hearts and five 
diamonds, but this was not as prob- 
able as the other diagnosis. 

Having made up his mind as to 
East’s most likely distribution, de- 
clarer ruffed the ace of hearts with 
the spade king, and then finessed the 
jack through West. Obviously, his 
plan succeeded. West’s spades were 
easily picked up and the rest of the 
tricks were then claimed. .

WATCH WINTER APPETITE. 
If you are a winter weight gainer, 


you should curb your calories before 
you find yourself bursting out of a 
size 18. 

You can always eat more food in 
the winter, but you need more only 
if you spend time outdoors or exercise 
vigorously, for sitting at a bridge ta- 
ble in a steam-heated apartment takes 
fewer calories tham your more active 
summer program. Even in winter you 
burn very few calories to maintain 
body warmth when the surrounding 
temperature is comfortably warm. 

Winter or summer, all body fat 
represents surplus fuel, and you are 
a calorie stoker if you gain weight 
inthe winter! You consume more fuel 
than needed for activity and body 
warmth, and the result is a blanket 
of fat. Everyone needs a _ protective 
covering of fat between the muscles 
and skin, but an excessive amount 
is merely cumbersome. 

You can lose weight or maintain 
perfect weight in the winter by reg- 
ulating your fuel (calorie) supply. 
In this age of steam heat your ac- 
tivity determines the number of cal- 
ories you need. 

How many calories do you use? 
Check up on yourself by the follow- 


ing activities:

These requirements are calculated 
for the woman weighing 150 pounds.

Market Outlook

NEW. YORK, Nov. 30.—(UP)— 
The stock market will enter the final 
month of the year tomorrow. facing 
Z00d business conditions but uncer 
tain foreign and legislative situations. 
Traders are not at all certain. 

Today's market was one of the rea- 
sons, for the leadership was confined 
to lower-priced issues—some in the 
“cat and dog” field—with industria] 
and railroad stock soft. There was 
also switching about for a group 
leadership with only the building 
shares showing any concerted improve- 
ment and that group does not provide 
a stable background. 

The result was that the market @e- 
clined in early light trading, rallied 
some in fairly active final hour trans-

Article 170 of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles that ended the World War pro- 
hibited Germany from exporting and 
importing arms as war material. 

Practically all of the major provi- 
sions of the Treaty of Versailles, ex- 


‘cept for the rearrangement of Eu-| 


ropean boundaries, have been consid- 
ered by Germany to be void. 

The most important recent voiding 
of provisions of the peace pact oc-| 
curred when Germany occupied the 
Rhineland which was marked out by 
the Versailles Treaty as a demilitariz- 
ed zone. 

More iéeiniie Germany decided ne 
longer to accept international control 
over her commercial waterways. 

Camouflage Dropped. 

League officials. listing the total 
known world trade in armaments of 
$43,600,000, pointed to Germany’s re- 
port to the 1935 edition of the “‘sta- 
tistical yearbook on the trade in arms 
and ammunition” as evidence to sup- 
port their charge. 

Heretofore, officials said, Germany 
accompanied her arms trade figures 
with a footnote describing them as 
“arms for sporting purposes.’

The League warned that its report 
for 1935 should not be accepted as 
complete for the world-wide traffic 
in arms.
